hands sccurities on which he raised money for
Lis own use. The late hour at which the an-
nonneement was made pn'\'r!m‘ﬂ any excite-
ment at the Stock Exchange. ('01‘11\\'(-1} wis
formerly a member of the Board, and his old
friends  were surprised at his downfall, No
explanation of his disposition of the money was
made. The bank las not began any action
aeainst him.  Cornwell is sick at his home at
];]Jlilii‘ln'ltt. N. J. His previous eareer in Wall
Street was neither successful nor higlly hon-
orabilo.

PURLOINING BONDSR IFROM BANK LOANS,
In waking a periodival sxamination of their books
find seenrities, officers of the Fourth National Bank,
at Nasaan and Pine-sts,, digeovered on Friday last
tha acconnts of tho

8 large disenepancy in
loan  clerk, Kichard 1, Cornwell, The elork
i an ol man, nearly sixty-five

vears of nge, snd has been trusted implicitly by the
officers of the hank sinee the begivning of his con-
nection with it, eleven years ago, Nothing had oc-
curred tn that tine to excite suspicion of lus perfect
honesty, aul, even when the diserepancy was dis-
covered, it was not supposed at first that the elerk
Lad committed & erizue,

Comwell was at his post in the bank when the
discovery was made, and as soon as be saw that be
Ll been detected, e confessad that the diserepaney
was canseid by his embezzlement of securities. He
eta‘ed that lie had taken bonds from lonns pass-
fng throngh: his hands and on them had raised money,
swhich e kind usedd,  He explained fully how he had
eonducted his operations, and informed the bank
ofileers where he lind borrowed woney on the stolen
& curities. These have stnee been recovercd by the
hank, whirh paid the advances made on them, and
they have heen restored to the loans to which they
belonged originally, All of them were regained
withont difieulty, but the officers of the bank de-
clined yesterday to state whers they had been ne-
gotinted, althongh they admitted that there were
poveral places where they had heen plodged.

THE MATTER REFERRED TO CONTROLLER EXOX.

Yor severs] days there have been mysterious whia-
perings In Wall Street abont a certain bank, which
was not narned. 1t has been rumored that some
Yank was in serions tronble, and the names of sev-
eral hanks have been suggested, but these rumors
Yiave proved oninvestigation to be erroneons, The
ofticers of the Fourtli National Bank said yesterday,
i1, explanation of the fact that the emhezzlement
Lad been eoncealed sueccessfully sineo its distovery
ou Inst Friday, that they had expectod it to he made
pulilie by the Controller of the Currency, to whom
the facts had been reporied. They said that the
Tank lad taken mno action at all against
Cornwell, but  the whole matter Lad been
referred an Monday fo the Countroiler on the sup-
position that he would procead agaivst the elerk
for violation of the National Banking Act. A dif-
foremt explamation wae anggestod a8 possille, in
Wall Street; namely, that the bank had iutended
to keep the matter secret, but beeamo alarmed
&t the disquicting rumors cireulated in the Street.

The sunouncoment of the embezzlement was not
made vesterday until after tho closs of husiness at
the Stock Exchange. It was not generally known,
fndead, until late in the afternoon. The news ere-
ated great astonishment ameng the personal ac-
quaintances of Cornwell, of whom thore avponred
to bo mony. He was formerly o member of the
Rtoek  Exchange, and  many of the old
members of the Board remembered him distinetly,
although they had lost sight of Liw for sddveral
vears, Some knew that he was employed in tho
bank, but the news of his erime was n great snrprise
to them. Jenkins Vau Schaick said that he would
Yiave loaned him money at the asking, without
other security than his personal honor, Others
who remembered him expressed similar viows in re-
gard to his bonesty.

WHAT THE BANE WILL LOSE,

The avount which the Fourth National Bank will
loss will ba in excess of 70,000, and it is not im-
posaible that it may bo somewhat larger. A careful
cxamination has beon made, and it is belicved that
the extent of the smbezzlement has been learned
accnrately, 8o far as the officers of the bank have
boeen able to trace them, Cornwell's operations do not
extend hock more than three months, The amonnt of
the emhezzlement ia over $80,000, but the loss to
the bank will be reduced $10,000 by the bonds
which the elerk was under, e fssaid to have no
property of any kind with which he can refmburse
the bank even to tha smallest amount, DBut (he
loss of the whole smonnt will not aftect the bank
in the slightest degree,

According to the report et the eondition of the
bauk on Junuery 1, it had a eapital of §3,200,000

nid a surplus of 1,101,522 25, No information as
to the manner in which Cornwell disposed of the
money conld be gained yesterday, His previous
career in Wall Etreet left him largely in debt, but
it is mot knowwn that bLe has attempted to satisfy
puy of tlese old claims or that sny
the ereditors had regnrded their elnims ngninst b
&s of auy particulur value., No explunation of the
roatter was given by the officers of the bank, Viee-
Fresident Baldwin said that the bank pald the
losn elerk $4,000 n year salary and that he
ought to have saved something ont of it, It wus
asserted by a friend of Cornwell’s that he reccived
from the bank less than $2,000 o year, amd that he
hiad a very large family to support.  He hins n wife
and eight elilldren, but none of the cliliren 18
young. Oue of his sons 1s a Lioutenant in the Navy,
to which ho was sppoloted in 18G4, This sou is
pow ou the Coast Survey steamer Hache,

CORNWELL'S CAREER IN WALL STRERT.

Cornwell's carecr in Wull Steeet has been n varfed
onn, His first experience, so far ns has been learned,
was as a clork with the stoek brokerage firm of
George 8 Robbins & Co,, which was one of the
most prominent Lonses in the street thirty years
ago. Itretired about 1857, Comwell then went
futo business on his own account, wnd was a mem-
ber of the Stock FExchange for several years, His of-
fice was in Piuest,, and Do was alone until near
the close of his busiuess carcer, when he took one
of his sons into parinerslip under the name of R, 1.
Cornwell & Son, While engaged in the stock lnsi-
ness he failed three times; tirst abont 1863 and tle
last time shortly before the conselidation of the
Etock Exchangs with the Open Board in 1500,
After the first two failures he was yeolected a
member of the Exchange without great dificulty,
bt it s said that the clreumstances attending his
Inst failure were such that he did not make any of-
fort to bo relustated. It was said yesterday that
his reelection wanld have been lmpossible. For twa
or three years he was a street dealer In miscollane-
ong securitics—a * curbstons broker "<but in 1871
Lie seoured a clerkship in the Fourth National Banlk,
where Lo rewundned until Lis latest fall. It 1s sald
that he was appointed to a clerkship fu consequence
of his friendslup with the president of the baunk,
FPhilo C. Calkoun.

TAKING ADVANTAGE OF A FRIEXD,

One of Cornwell’s most intimate friends in the
chnrel was Harold Dollner, who was then head of
the large Front-st. shipping houss of Dolluer, Pot-
ter & Co. In some way Mr. Dolluer lost a large
sum of money through Cornwell, It was snid yes-

terday by a person who remembered some-
thing of the cireumstances that  Doll-
ner  left a large amount of seenrities in

Cornwell's eare during an absencs in Europe, and
that when he returned he discoverad that Cornwell
had appropriated a large part of them to his own
usr.  1f was stated by others that Dollner had loaned
n large sum  of money to Cornwell, but
allowed the securities to remain in  his
hands, and that they gradually disappeared,
so  that Deolluer's security was lost.  The
affair was kept quiet at the time, and only the reve-
lation of Cornwell’s embezzlement at the bauk re-
called it to mind.

Mr. Dolluer refused yesterday to speak of the
matter, but confessed that his loss had been large,
Oue of lis former partnors said that he know noth-

ing about the circumstances of Mr, Doll-
ner's  losa, but he  koew  that  they wera
vory  peculinr, Mo expressed no  surprise

at Cornwell's downfall, These efreumstances of his
previons career wers not known to the officers of
the Fourth Nutional Bank at the time he was hired
a8 & clerk. They said yesterday that they had
uever heard of them, and that his long and fathful
servieo had disarmed suspicion,

THE NEWS AT CORNWELL'S HOME.

A reporter of Toe Trisuse went (o Pleiufield, N,
J Inst night to learn something about Cornwell’s
standing there.  On the train a fow prominent resi-
dents were talked with concerning his charncter,
and from all the same report was heard—that he
was n man of the very highest integrity and a spot-
less Christian gentleman, When they were told
that Le was a defaulter to a very large amount
all said the same thing: "1 do not believe it.” At
Platotield the public knew nothing alout the em-
bezzlemet, and among the men called upon the
same unbelief was found fo exist as to the trath of
the story. Those who wero told about it were so
startled that it was somo time before they conlid be
luduced to say anything, and what was sald was
highly commendatory of Cornwell's integricy.

The house ocenpied by Mr. Cornwell in Pleinfiold
is 2 comfortable, unpretentions one, standing back
from the street, snd 18 surrounded by o neatly

kept lawn. It is furnished with  tasto
and comfort, but mnot extravagantly., The
door  was  opened Ly  Mr  Comwell's

son Richard P., & man abont thirty-five vears of
age, Hesaid that his father was sick, and that he
did not dare let anyone aco him for fear that it
woulil endanger bis life. Mr. Cornwell said ¢

“Yeosz, I know what you have come for, beeauso a
messenger just left here 8 moment ago, and he told
me that my father is chargad with being a defaulter
in the sum of $70,000."”

“Can yon tell me what your father hasto say
about the charge 1"

He «nid: ** ] have
kuown Mr. Comwell for over two vears, and I con-
gider him a gentleman of wreproachable chorncter,
and a Christian without a spot or a hlemish,”

(e of the most prominent men in the place, when
told by the reporter of the partieniars of the embez-
zlement, was thunderstruek, awd for a time conld
not helieve it. " Why, he said, 1 heve known
ichard Comwell for twenty years or more, and he
is the last man that 1 shonld Lave picked ont as one
likely to foll.  Before he moved to Plaintield, some
four years ago, he lived in Brooklyn, and I knew
hits well there, He was a broker in good standing
in New-York, and the superintemdent of the Wash-
ington  Street awd  the  Sommertield  Meth-
odist  Churelies,  in Hrooklyp, at  differ-
ent  times, e he  has lived  bere  he
has taught o ¢luss in the Sunday-schpol, Hut 1t is
awful. I eanmot Lelieve that he is a defaulter,
What objeet can he have had ¥ Noua in the world,
A min of his nge, over ﬁi.\ry—uw Nenrs, inn _wm-]
lm-itinn, ard with sous wha woulld only be too glad

CORNWELL'S RECORD IN BROOKLYN,

Hanrold Dolluer, who lives at No. 250 Washington-
ave,, Brooklyn, knew the defaulter for many vears,
not ouly throigh the latter’s eonnection with the
church of whieh Mr, Doilner s a londing momber,
bt throngh basiness trapsaetions with him, These
transaotions are said by Mr. Dollner to have bern of
the nutnre of dishonest dealings on Cornweli’s part.
They were connected wiih Cornwell’s career in
Woall Street, and were not the only ones by which
wembers  of  the  religims  denomination  to
whichh he  belovged  suwifered  losses.
rul mimsters of Mothodist churches in Brooklyn
lost wonsy through their fmplicit trast in Mr.
Cornwell, as well a8 many other frionds who in-
trusted small sums of mooey to bim for investment
while hin was in the stockbrokerage business, Con-
fidence in bim was unbounded beloee his Inst {ndl-
ure, and his friends necded no solicitation to give
Caedr surplus eamnings o other money to his eare,
1 vw.venafter the confidence of some of his Bionds and
acguaintauces Lad been shaken by the circum-
stinces attending bis failure, he vetamed the sup-
port of many chureh friends ull the tims, and won
buck that of others afterwarl.

Mr. Cornwell went from the Washington Street
Mothiodist Church, fn Brooklyn, to aceopt the
position of supcrintendent of the Sunday-sebool of
the Summertield Methodise Chnreh, one of the most
prominent ehinreles ot that denomination in Brook-
Iyn. His work received the wannest commendition,
and the confidence he woi was indicntod by s ro-
clection to important positions in the Sammeriield
Chinrell evon after his busdness  failaros,  Coin-
pellod to resign those pomidons, however, by the
hostility of o few of the members of the church, he
retoved to Plamield, N. J., where e soon seenred
foavar by his actlvity in rellgious mattors,  As g re-
ligions teacher and worker, Mr. Cornwell is spoken
of lu only the Mighest terms, Hoe enjoyed the
atmost popularity in chureh ciroles, and the news
of his embezzlemont from the Fourth National
Bank caused general and great surprise.  Mr, Corn-
woll's manner was plausibde and sttractive, amd in
lids buslucss and social relations he won as moch es-
tecm as dn Wis chureh conpections,  Residonts of
Brooklyn who were sequainted with him expressed
tho utmost Teslitg lust evening vilien talliipg about
Lis downfall,

WIHAT MR DOLLNER KNOWS ABOUT TIE DEVAULTER,

Mr. Dolluer, whose acquuiutance with the de-
faulter wos very iutimite, conversed last evening
with o TRIBUSE teporter on the subject of yestor-
doy's exposure.  Mr. Dollner was for many years s
member of one of the lurgest shipping houses in
New-Yurk, avd is a dlreotor of the Mechanics’ Bunk

of Brooklyn. fle retired from businesa some time
ago, and for the last five weeks has been sick at his
home. He is a trnstes of the Summerfield Methodist
Church, * There is no doubt,” hoe said, * that Mr,
Cornwell is a defaulter, The particulars of the de-
faleation I am not acquainted with. 1 have known
Cornwell for years, Many years ago I first haard of
him a8 cashier of the South Amboy Bank.
Afterward he was with George 8. Hohins &
Bon, one of the heaviest note-brokerage firms of
New-York, Somewlhere about 1864 he started in
the stock-hrokerage business in New-York and was
iumnlwr of the Stock Exchange. So far as I know
o was in lmsiness something over a year. He failed
in 1865, ‘The cause of the fuilure was the old story.
He began with doing a strictly commission business
and then drifted into speculution, and the money of
his friends and enstomers disappeared in it. I call
it a elear case of stealing, Becurities were given 10
him which were hypothecated and wiieh he coulr}

ery, if you had known him for a year or two after-
ward, you wonld have trusted him with everything.
AN ACTIVE CHURCH AND SUNDAY-RCHOOL WOLKYR.

“Mr, Cornwell,” continued Mr. Dolluer, * was
made superintendent of the Sanday-school of our
church, the Bummertield Methodist Church, soon
after its dedication in 1536, He came up to tale
charge of it from the Washington Street Church.
After his fuilare fu {0 stock brokerage business in
1565 he was reeloctod supernintendent of the Sun-
day-school, and alio tenstee and treasnrer of the
Board of Truatees, so many friends did he have,
But there were soma of the members of the ehurch
who oljected to him, and he thought it best to re-
stgn his positions, He then removed to Plaintield
and was very active in church and Sunday-
school work theee. Ho wng most highly thonght of
i his religions work, being active and energetic
and very popnlar.”

“ Yea, indesd,” interjected Mrs, Dolluer, who was
pl:rnl'i]ltlilt the iuterview, * he did good work in the
chureh.’

“Did he have any bad habits, or did he live ex-
travogantly 7 asked the reporter,

*Oh, no; not at all. Iv every way he seemed to
be a most exemplary man. Me was nnlwraallz
trusted and respected. The pastor of his chure
gava him money to invest—his own—and lost it all.
And there were other ministors who lost money by
bim; but lie was so plausible that you could not be
lwrr-ll,ndu‘l! that anything was wrong abont him,
Mr. Cornwell is married and has several ehiliren,
e has one son in the Navy—Liontenant Charles .
Cormnwell—who is a very fine ymm;i mun. Another

HOW MR, DOLLNER WAS MADE A VICTIM,

The Rev. Dr, Kettell, presiding elder of the South
Long lsland Distriet of the Methodist Episcopal
Churel, said to a Trinuse reporter in regard to Mr.
Cornwell: “ I am extreme!y surprised to hear that
Mr. Cornwell is an emnvezzier. He wasa member of
the Summerfield Chureh, while I was its pastor, for
some time, and then left it and went to the Wash-
fngton Street Church, where he was Sunday-sehool
puperintendent. He held no chareh oftice In the
Summerield  Church  while I was  there, but
was an energetic worker, and as far as 1 heard was
highly respected by everyone in the church. This
is the first that I have hieard of this unfortunate
affair, und, ns 1 said, it astonnds me, I never heard
of auv members of the chiurch losing money through
him,”

The reporter then went to see a prominent mem-
ber of the Simpson Methodist Episeopal Church,
wiho was o member of the Smmmerficld Chareh
when the Rev. Dr. L, 8, Wead was its pastor, at
wlhielh time Cornwell was saverintendent of the
sunday-seliool and a trostee of the churoh, He did
not seem greatly surprised nt the news of Comn-
well's embozaloment, tlnr hie gaid: ** 8o * Diek ' Corn-
wiell's ny embezelor, 18 he ! Well, that isn’t the first
tume Le ligs played the same trick.”

He kept giving collateral security to Mr, Dollner
from thoe to titne and  getting more e o Mr.
Dallier kept these eollaterals wath the first ones in
Vs wate, but one day, when Dick was in his oflice,
he saiids *Dick, Dam tived of taking care of these
securities,  Yor tale them and keep them in your
safe, and when I owant  then I will call for them.’

THE CHINESE PILL PASSES THE BENATE.
(BY TELEGRAFI TO THE TRIBUNE.|

Wasmyaron, Morch 0.—The Chinese bill wna
passed by the Senate to~day. The Ingalls amend-
ment redncing the time within which immigra-
tion shall be suspended, from twenty to ten
years, was rejected, Two amendments proposed by
Benator Farley, of Californin, prohibiting Brate
Courts from conferring citizenship upon Chinese
and decreeing that the prohibition of Immigration
shonld extend to skilled artisans as well as enolies,
were adopted, Every eflort to modify the bill in
accordance with the reagonable views of its Eastern
supporters was refected, while the effort to make it
mors severs than its original form was successful,

The Demoerats voted in a body, with the excep-
tion of Senator Brown, of Georgin, for the Farley
amendments and against the Ingalls amendinent.
The Republicans, with the exeeption of the
Pacilie Coast Benators and Senator Cameron, of
Wisconsin, took the opposite side. The debate
throughiont has been dignificd, and has shown upon
the part of Republican Senators a ereditable degreo
of indepeudence of thought and action. The con-
test was between a sontiment upon the one side
that this conntry was rich enongh and large enough
to furnish homes for all who might choose to come,
and upon the other that the Cancasian even in pov-
erty demanded more for his labor thau the mere
necessaries of life, and refused to recognize as his
cqual a being who was content with bare existence
in return for bis labor,

Two excellent speeches wore made to-day, one by
Senator Hawley against the bill, and one by Senator
Jones, of Nevada, in its support. A comparison of
the debute with that which took plico when the
Fifteen Passenger bill, vetoed by President Hayes,
was unider diseussion, shows a marked change in
the opinion of Benators, but the extreme views en-
tertained Ly Senator Farley, and embodied in his
amendments, would rutmh'[y never have com-
manded the support n!ps majority of the Senate, had
not the Dewocrats surrendered their convietion to
the hope of political gain, The Republicans who
voted for the measure upon its final passage ey that
these amondments were nnealled for, nnil were ir-
relevaut to the subject matter of the bill,

MR. HORR ON THE TARIFT.
DY TELEGRAPH TO THE TRIBUNE.]

Wasnixaros, March 9.—Mr, Horr, of Michi-
gan, made s capital speech on the tarifl today. He
#ald that the free toaders who spoke on that sulject in
the House last Tucsday sssumed two or three things
as correct which were not true, They began by aascrting
that a protective tarifl ia a burden on the farmer ; that
the duty lmposed on an artiele Is o tax which most be
patd by the consumer in the enhaneed priee thereof, and
that the tax thus pald goes into the pocket of the manu-
focturer. Al these pasumptions, sald Mr, Horr, are un-
true, the faet belng thot the farmers, quite as moch as
the manufacturers, are benefited by the tardff, while at
thosume time the prices of protected articles are con-
tinually eheapened.

After speaking of the salt Industry o8 affected by the
taritf, Mr. Horr turned his batteries of ridiculs npon the
Demoerntio party, aud eapecially upon Osenr Turner, of
Kentucky, who made n free trade speech In the House
on Tuesday, In 1570 B 8. Marshall, of Ilinots, deliv-
ercd a free trade speech o the Houee, and In the eonrse
of it, d1d what free trede orators have done many thmes
hefore and sluce—attemptod to lmitate the witty Sil-
ney Smith in s portlon of his celebrated review artlele
on Amerlen, In hls speech Mr Turner copded a part of
Mr. Marshall's specch without taking tho trouble to glve
1m eredit or to chauge it, except as changes wore made
neeessary by changes In the tarll.  Mr. Iorr, therofore,
called nitentlon to certaln passoges fn Mr. Turocr's
specch,  which  read  as  follows:  “Tlern s
n statement showing a fow of the burdens of the turmer:
